Stitzel predicts school 
bankruptcy in three years

Deflated rev en u es, co u p led with in creased ex ­ 
p en ses, threaten to p lace the Dix o n Scho o l sy stem in 
a state o f ban k ru p tcy within three y ears, acco rdin g 
to a fin an cial fo recast p resen ted to scho o l bo ard 
m em bers Wedn esday n ight by Wilbu r Stitzel Jr., 
assistan t su p erin ten den t fo r fin an ce. 
“We’re lo ck ed in to a co llisio n co u rse with ca ­ 
tastro p he,” he claimed, while attribu tin g the lo ss in 
rev en u es to decreased state aid. 
Stitzel said the 8 5 -cen t tax hik e, ap p ro v ed by 
v o ters in 19 74, has k ep t the scho o ls o p en , av ertin g a 
o n e millio n do llar deficit n o w “bu t that deficit will 
be back ,” he said. 
The bo ard req u ested the fin an cial stu dy in ef­ 
fo rts to dev elo p p ro gram p lan s fo r the n ex t fiv e 
y ears. Stitzel’s rep o rt fo llo ws req u ests fro m bo th 
elem en tary an d high scho o l adm in istrato rs fo r in ­ 
creased staff, eq u ip men t an d facilities. 
By 19 77, Stitzel said, the scho o ls will be facin g 
an $8 00,000 deficit an d that figu re will rise sharp ly 
each y ear thereafter. 
Stitzel said witho u t p assage o f the referen du m 
the scho o ls wo u ld be facin g ban k ru p tcy n o w. 
In clu ded in his ex p en se p ro jectio n s fo r in stru c­ 
tio n al salaries, Stitzel figu red the base p ay fo r 
teachers within the district fo r the co min g y ear at 
$9 ,9 00, rep resen tin g an $8 00 base in crease o v er the 
p resen t co n tract, which has been declared n u ll an d 
v o id by Asso ciate Ju dge Martin D. Hill in ru lin g o n 
co n flict o f in terest charges again st bo ard m em ber 
Mrs. Ju dith Willard. 
Stitzel said the teacher salaries were co mp u ted 
u sin g p ercen tage in creases giv en teachers in the 
p ast 10 y ears an d p ro jectin g that p ercen tage o v er 
the n ex t 10 y ears. The 19 8 5 -8 6 base salary was p ro ­ 


jected at $14 ,5 00, co stin g tax p ay ers $4 .9 millio n 
co m p ared with $3 .6 millio n n o w bein g p aid teach­ 
ers. 
To receiv e the m ax im u m amo u n t o f state aid, 
Stitzel said the district sho u ld hav e a risin g en ro ll­ 
men t an d a stable o r decreasin g assessed v alu a­ 
tio n —“Dix o n p ro jectio n s sho w ju st the o p p o site.” 
Bo ard m em bers schedu led a wo rk sessio n fo r 
March 15 begin n in g at 8 a.m . in the bo ard ro o m, to 
discu ss imp lemen tatio n o f p ro gram an d facility re­ 
q u ests.

WASHINGTON (NEA)— It is 9 
a.m . and all hell has bu sted ou tsid e 
the office of the Secretary of T reas­ 
u ry . William Simon is sched u led for 
an interv iew on the hou r, bu t nobod y 
can find the interv iewer. 
Secretaries are d isp atched as 
blood hou nd s, carp et ed ges are lifted 
in the search, and a $35,000-a-y ear 
assistant p u ts an emergency call to 
the new sm an’s office where he 
learns, with heart read y to bu rst, no 
one at the office has seen him either. 
Woe alm ighty , what in heav en’s 
nam e will the Secretary think ? 
Relax . It tu rns ou t the newsman 
is in the recep tion room all the while, 
twid d ling his toes, and thu mbing 
throu gh the p ages of Bu siness Week , 
p etroleu m imp ort statistics and oth­ 
er absorbing literatu re. A great sigh 
of relief greets the rep orter. Thank 
the God s, is the choru s. The Secre­ 
tary will be p leased . 
The Secretary , as it hap p ens, 
d oesn’t really giv e that mu ch of a 
d ingle abou t the scribe. The issu e is 
p u nctu ality , not to mention accu rate 
sched u ling, staff efficiency and su c­ 
cessfu l ex p ectations. E rrant inter­ 
v iew ers can’t be p enalized , bu t a 
cowering staff is less immu ne. 
The story is that when Bill Simon, 
self-p roclaimed p ain, cannot reach 
an aid e for information, no m atter 
the hou r or circu m stance, he assigns 
the hap less chap to the “Beep er Bri­ 
gad e,” a legend ary arm y of Simon- 
ites who go throu gh life wearing 
electronic d ev ices which are tu ned 
into the d emand ing Secretary ’s beck 
and call. 
The 
Beep er 
Brigad e, 
Simons 
say s, is a my th. Bu t whether his p eo­ 
p le d o or d o not wear homing eq u ip ­ 
m ent in fact, they at least d o in fan­ 
cy . If the Secretary is not so hard - 
nosed as the tales wou ld hav e it—-one 
of his nick names is William the 
Dread fu l—some on his im m ed iate 
staff believ e the worst. 
Em p loy es fairly tip toe arou nd 
the m an, secretaries await his bu zz 
as an alert from Jehov ah, otherwise 
im p ortant Treasu ry v eterans smile 
when he smiles and frown when he 
frow ns.“ In 15 y ears,” say s one bu ­ 
reau m ainstay , “I’v e nev er seen the 
lik es of him. I think he’s a hell of a 
good m an, bu t I hate to go into his of­ 
fice.” 
The op inion is echoed at v ariou s 
p oints in the Treasu ry catacom bs. 
“ He’s a hard work er, bu t . . .” Or, 
“ He’s got a fine mind , bu t . . .” The 
su m of it is that Simon is resp ected 
y et d islik ed . And agency m orale u n­ 
d er his lead ership has alleged ly su f­ 
fered . Say s one d ep artm ent observ ­ 
er: “ He work s the hell ou t of p eop le. 
He d riv es and d riv es and d riv es. 
'Hiat’s ok ay for him, becau se what 
he wants to d o is m ak e his m ark and 
leav e. Bu t the rest of u s hav e to stay 
on here, 10,20,30 y ears more. I d on’t 
mind hard work , bu t mu ch m ore of 


this 12 to 14 hou r a d ay staff for Bill 
and 1 ’11 hav e to retire early .' 
Ironically , the Simon character­ 
istics which most bitterly annoy 
some of his p eop le are the v ery ones 
which encou rage mu ch of his p u blic. 
His Dread fu lness is an ind efatigable 
forem an, one of the few in W ashing­ 
ton who d emand more than neces­ 
sary ou t of tax -p aid bu reau crats. 
In a town where civ il serv ants p u t 
in sev en hou rs on a good d ay , and 
hav e holid ay s u nk nown to the rest of 
the cou ntry , the Secretary ex p ects 
more. And to his cred it, he sets the 
ex am p le: 15-hou r d ay s, six d ay s a 
week , and as for Su nd ay , he say s, 
p ointing to a red notebook u nd er his 
arm , “ Su nd ay s I sp end going ov er 
the accu m u lated p ap ers.” 
It is howev er, not ju st d ed ication 
to the tax -p ay ing citizen that p rop els 
the 47 -y earold Secretary throu gh his 
18 0-y ear-old agency activ ities. He 
comes by his energy honestly , be- 
liev ingly . It is a p atriotic cau se with 
him. 
Son of a su ccessfu l silk -d y eing 
mogu l who lost the fam ily ’s first for­ 
tu ne in the Great Dep ression, Simon • 
started his p rofessional life as, he 
say s, “an u nemp loy ed gu y with a 
wife, two k id s and $5,000 in d ebts.” 
He hook ed on with a Wall Street 
brok erage hou se 23 y ears ago, ap ­ 
p lied himself, set his sight on hard - 
earned triu m p h if not hu m an con­ 
tact, and achiev ed it. His $6 0,000 
gov ernm ent salary is p eanu ts to a 
p ersonal fortu ne of abou t $3 million. 
His loot has ex tracted a higher 
p rice than sweat, p erhap s. He ad ­ 
m its to being “ a lou sy father” to his 
sev en k id s, and close aid es say his 
wife m u st lov e him d early “ becau se 
absence m ak es the heart grow fond ­ 
e r.” Besid es this, he has tend ed to 
ignore other social ex p eriences en 
rou te to achiev ement. “ He has m any 
associates,” say s an associate, “bu t 
few friend s.” Official Washington 
believ es him d iamond hard , chilly , 
one-sid ed , “ a Bob M cNamara with­ 
ou t artillery .” 
The op inion is su rely ex aggerat­ 
ed . Any one with sev en k id s is a testi­ 
mony to consid erable emotion. Top 
assistant Jerry Park sy say s he’s 
d riv en, su re, bu t soft, too: “ When I 
leav e town, he check s to m ak e su re 
my fam ily ’s ok ay . Christm as time 
he’s d own in the p rint shop , shak ing 
hand s.” 
Boy ish fea tu re d , 
som etim es 
m annered , Simon is said to hav e 
once ad v ised a nonp lu sed Secretary 
of State: “ Hey , Henry , y ou r fly is 
op en.” Nonetheless, the harsher Si­ 
mon p ortrait p rev ails. 
As a resu lt of this image, Simon 
has won no niche in the aristocracy 
k nown as Potomac Pals. If one 
d oesn’t slap back s after hou rs, or 
p inch ru m p s in the secretary p ool, 
The Establishm ent here is confu sed . 
Thu s when ru m ors of a fallou t be­ 
tween the Secreatry and the Presi-

d ent began last month, and stories of 
Simon’s d ep artu re circu lated , few 
cam e to his d efense. Some who 
shou ld k now better are still lobby ing 
for Simon’s finish, all the m ore be­ 
cau se he’s showing signs of d igging 
in. 
The Secretary ’s refu sal to bow 
ou t is something of an insight into a 
character d ifficu lt to categorize. He 
accep ted the Treasu ry chair with a 
bold , ev en arrogant p rom ise to cu t 
the bu d get and increase tax es, say ­ 
ing gov ernm ent sp end ing has been 
to blam e for the nation’s economic 
d elicacy . His d emand s hav e been re ­ 
jected , and he’s k nown to be resu lt- 
antly hu m iliated —still, he d eclines 
to resign. 
Why ? Critics believ e he’s grown 
too fond of his p riv ate d ining room, 
Secret Serv ice gu ard s, and the rare 
p ower which stop s traffic, hold s ele­ 
v ators and tu rns head s as he ap ­ 
p roaches. This, howev er, m ay be 
nonsense. “ As long as I hav e inp u t, 
I’ll stay ,” Simon insists, “ and I still 
hav e inp u t.” Besid es this, and mu ch 
more im p ortant, Simon ad d s: “ My 
job isn’t finished y et. I cam e here to 
d o something, to p rod u ce a better 
p rod u ct in Treasu ry . I think I can 
still d o it.” 
This, then, is Bill Simon strip p ed 
d own. He is p ossessed . Lik e many 
Americans he sp ent mu ch of his life 
read ing of Washington and weep ing; 
u nlik e most, he’s gotten the op p or­ 
tu nity to d o something abou t it. “ Big 
gov ernm ent,” he say s, p assionately , 
“is not what mad e this cou ntry 
great. Free enterp rise has.” The 
p hilosop hy is argu able, certainly , 
bu t no less embed d ed . His m essage 
is alm ost religiou s: He’d d early lov e 
to p rint red money u ntil the fed eral 
bu d get was balanced . 
And w hat’s m ore: It is not only 
u ntru e to think ind iv id u als su ffer 
when free enterp rise p rofits, he 
say s, it’s back ward . Ind iv id u als are 
su ffering now becau se corp orations 
rarely p rofit enou gh. One, he p oints 
ou t, leaning forward , smok ing and 
talk ing at once, corp orate p rofits af­ 
ter inflationary ad ju stm ents are “at 
an all-tim e low.” Two, u nd istribu ted 
p rofits, which amou nted to $20 bil­ 
lion in 19 6 5, “ will p robably be minu s 
$10 billion this y ear.” Three, and 
fou r, and fiv e, ad infinitu m. Prod u c­ 
tiv ity is a third what it is in Jap an, 
corp orate inv estment is shrink ing; 
“ It’s not new bu siness tax es that are 
need ed , it’s new bu siness tax relief.” 
This is the Billy G raham of cap ital­ 
ism. 
Leav e now? Before he’s con­ 
v inced Am erica? No way . 
And so he continu es slav ing from 
behind a mahogany d esk across the 
street from the White Hou se, a p ic­ 
tu re of Alex and er Hamilton, the first 
Treasu ry Secretary on the wall. Now 
an interv iew, now a call from the 
Presid ent, now a p assel of signa­ 
tu res. Im p ortant men are u shered 
into his office, and "when they p au se 
for a breath” u shered back ou t. 


He p resid es ov er 105,000 em ­ 
p loy es, he ov ersees su ch d iv erse re­ 
sp onsibilities as U.S. Cu stoms and 
U.S. sav ings bond sales, he is chair­ 
man or m em ber of fou r d ozen na­ 
tional and international economic 
com m ittees—and he’s in su ch a hu r­ 
ry that once he started to walk ou t of 
his office withou t his shoes. 


It is 7 p .m. Simon has been on the 
job for 12 hou rs, and is still cou nting 
the coins. His secretaries, weary , 
are q u ietly d ep arting. The p ace is 
slowing d own. The rep orter, still 
arou nd , ask s somebod y : “ Doesn’t 
he ev er stop to smell the flowers?” 
W hat0 “ Nev er m ind ." The lights in 
the halls go low, bu t not in the Secre­ 
tary ’s cham ber. 


Cons erv ation energy money - s av er

At the recent National Gov er­ 
nors’ Conference in Washington, 28 
state chief ex ecu tiv es called for a 
v olu ntary conserv ation p rogram “of 
m assiv e p rop ortions” for a trial p e­ 
riod of fou r to six months before the 
gov ernment attem p ts to cu rb oil 
consu mp tion by harsher m eans. 
Their v oices join a growing chor­ 
u s 
Shortly before the gov ernors 
conv ened , the National Research 
Cou ncil, a branch of the National 
Acad emy of Sciences, mad e the 
alarm ing rep ort that the nation’s ac­ 
tu al reserv es of recov erable oil and 
gas may be less than half that esti­ 
m ated by gov ernment energy ana­ 
ly sts and claimed that the goal of en­ 
ergy self-su fficiency by the 19 80s is 
“essentially imp ossible.” 
Among other step s, the cou ncil 
recommend ed a “conserv ation eth­ 
ic” which, in the word s of Dr Brian 
J. Sk inner, chairm an of the p anel 
that p rod u ced the stu d y , shou ld be­ 
come “k ind of a national religion ” 
Bu t ju st how mu ch hop e d oes con­ 
serv ation p romise? 
In a letter to Presid ent Ford in 
Janu ary , Dav id Rick elton, p resid ent 
of the American Society of Heating, 
Refrigerating and Air-Cond itioning 
Engineers, ou tlined a nu m ber of 
p rop osals he said cou ld sav e 7 .5 to 10 
p er cent of the total energy u sed in 
the U.S.—the eq u iv alent of 3 to 4 mil 
Ion barrels of oil j d ay . 
,* 
While we are Teaming how to ha r­ 


ness su ch ex otic forms of energy as 
su nlight and the heat insid e the 
earth, sav ings can be m ad e now by 
the u se of ex isting technology ap ­ 
p lied to ex isting stru ctu res, said 
Rick elton, withou t fu eling inflation 
as the $3 tax on oil wou ld d o or creat­ 
ing an enormou s bu reau cracy as ra ­ 
tioning wou ld d o. 


As an ex am p le of what a single 
comp any can accomp lish, for the 12- 
month p eriod end ing Oct. 31, 19 74, 
General Mills red u ced its in-hou se 
energy consu mp tion by 9 .8 p er cent, 
for a sav ings of $1.5 million in fu el 
costs. 


Continental Oil 
Comp any has 
lau nched an internal conserv ation 
p rogram aim ed at a 15 p er cent re­ 
d u ction in its energy consu mp tion, 
ranging from tu rning off u nneces­ 
sary lights to m ak ing su re that boil­ 
ers and fu rnaces are p rogram m ed 
for the most efficient op eration. 
Accord ing to Ken G erhart, d irec­ 
tor of the p rogram , the 15 p er cent 
red u ction wou ld ad d u p to an annu al 
sav ings of $28 million for the com p a­ 
ny , bu t m ore im p ortant, wou ld be 
the eq u iv alent of find ing a new oil 
field p rod u cing ov er 8 ,000 barrels a 
d ay . 
“A su bstantial d egree of energy 
conserv ation is an attainable goal 
for the nation,” say s Dr John G. 
My ers, au thor of an analy sis by the 
Conference Board . 
He notes that the ind u strial sec­ 


tor of the economy , mainly m anu ­ 
factu ring, consu mes abou t 40 p er 
cent of all the energy u sed in the U.S. 
Yet while m anu factu ring ou tp u t 
» ose 4.3 p er cent a y ear between 19 47 
and 19 71, energy u se ex p and ed only 
2.7 p er cent—this d u ring a p eriod 
when energy was becoming cheap er 
in relation to other good s. 


The continu ing introd u ction of 
energy -sav ing eq u ip ment is lik ely to 
resu lt in sizable cu tback s in the u se 
of energy ov er the nex t d ecad e, he 
p red icts. 
Bu t will Americans really get 
“conserv ation religion” ? 
Consid er the city of Danv ille, Va. 
Faced with a shu t-d own of its ind u s­ 
tries this winter becau se of a 55.5 p er 
cent cu tback in natu ral gas d eliv er­ 
ies, the commu nity v olu ntarily re ­ 
d u ced the u se of gas for heating by 
bu sinesses and resid ences to k eep 
the factories going 


N ationally , ele c tricity ou tp u t, 
which ju m p ed 7.1 p er cent a y ear 
from 19 6 0 to 19 73, d id not rise last 
y ear. Gasoline sales d u ring last 
su m m er’s p eak d riv ing months were 
1 p er cent below 19 73, after climbing 
4.6 p er cent a y ear from 19 50. 
We can cu t d own on energy u se 
m ore cheap ly than we can ex p and 
d om estic su p p lies, p oints ou t Dr. 
My ers, and we wou ld gain the ad d ed 
benefits of less ecological d am age 
while hav ing to sp end less on env i­ 
ronm ental p rotection 


Take i t f rom Here 


REFLECTIONS— It is no sim p le 
task to d ed u ce Gov . Dan W alk er’s 
motiv ation from his actions. 
What he d oes is hard ly ev er what 
he has said he will d o. His actions 
are often contrad ictory to what he 
had said . 


Yet, any one who had p aid any a t­ 
tention to the gov ernor since his u p ­ 
set v ictory ov er Pau l Simon in the 
19 7 2 D em ocratic p rim a ry , had 
learned nev er to sell him short. 


W hatev er the gov ernor d oes, he 
d oes for a reason, som etim es k nown 
only to himself and his closest ad v is­ 
ers, bu t it often m ak es little sense to 
observ ers of the gov ernor’s cond u ct. 
The latest act of the state’s chief 
ex ecu tiv e which has his sk ep tic ob­ 
serv ers agog is his Su nd ay p ro­ 
nou ncement he will ask the General 
Assembly to ap p rop riate $1.6 9 bil­ 
lion for state aid to local schools. 
This is the sam e gov ernor who 
lop p ed off enou gh of the ap p rop ria­ 
tion for state aid to local schools ap ­ 
p rov ed by the last General Assem­ 
bly that a su p p lem ental ap p rop ria­ 
tion was need ed to p ay claim s su b­ 
m itted by local schools. 
Also, the gov ernor resisted going 
along with the su p p lem ental ap p ro­ 
p riation u ntil sev erely p ressu red by 
the legislatu re. 
A y ear early , this sam e gov ernor 
withheld the final p ay m ent of state 
aid to school d istricts and rev ersed 
himself only when the DeKalb Board 


of Ed u cation went to cou rt to get the 
money . 
The Dix on board and m any oth­ 
ers back ed the DeKalb action. 
It is q u ite d ou btfu l the General 
Assembly will go along with Walk ­ 
e r’s req u est, p articu larly in v iew of 
the alm ost $11 billion bu d get he 
d rop p ed Wed nesd ay in the legisla­ 
tors’ lap s. 
One ask s, “W hy ?” 
First coming to mind is the id ea 
he m ay be setting u p the General As­ 
sembly . Gambling on the short 
m em ory of the v oters, the gov ernor 
m ay be try ing to come off as the 
great champ ion of the harried tax ­ 
p ay ers. 
Don’t be su rp rised to hear the 
gov ernor telling the state’s p rop erty 
tax p ay ers he d id his best to cu t their 
tax bills and blaming local school 
board s if the local ed u cation tak e 
from local tax es d oes not d ecrease. 
The m ajor share of p rop erty tax 
d ollars goes to p ay for local ed u ca­ 
tion and with his req u est for state 
aid to local schools hik ed by 15 p er 
cent ov er the amou nt p aid last y ear 
for state aid to local schools one 
m ight think the p rop erty tax es 
m ight come d own a bit. 
If he gets the money he has ask ed 
for local ed u cation and p rop erty tax ­ 
es generally are red u ced a little bit, 
he look s real good . If the local tax es 
d o not d ecrease he can p oint a finger 
of scorn and rid icu le toward school 
hoard s. 


If the legislatu re d oes not giv e 
him the money he has ask ed for 
schools, he can lev el a blast against 
the legislatu re for not going along 
with him to help the harried tax p ay ­ 
er and also his aim to m aintain q u al­ 
ity of ed u cation in local schools. 


He can hard ly lose. 
Consid ering the fact Gov . Walk - 
er, shou ld he seek another term , will 
face as a Democratic p rim ary foe 
either Neil Hartigan, the lieu tenant 
gov ernor, who is a p rod u ct of the 
Chicago Daley Machine, or the v ery 
p op u lar state treasu rer Alan Dix on, 
who cou ld cou nt on Daley su p p ort, 
the gov ernor m ay hav e only the 
p eop le left as a p ower base.

If th o se in a partici­ 
pating gro up each plant a dif­ 
ferent th ing th ey co uld divide 
th e resulting cro ps at h arv est 
time. Mini-fruit trees can be 
planted in tubs and h erbs gro wn 
in h anging planters and v egeta­ 
bles in windo w bo x es. Th e seeds 
co uld be preserv ed fo r nex t 
y ear’s planting.

If throu gh misfortu ne you 
were to lose all or part of you r 
possessions wou ld you be able 
to provide you r insu rance com­ 
pany with a complete list and 
descriptions of the missing 
items? 
With the accelerating valu e 
of antiq u es and collectibles and 
the pu blic awareness of their 
increased valu e it is more than 
a remote possibility that you 
cou ld be victimized bv theft. 
You have been u rged in the 
past to have a q u alified ap­ 
praisal of you r valu ables. If you 
have not done this we su ggest 
that you at least inventory them 
completely. 
Ou r inventory is kept in a 
simple card file. Several years 
ago a printer friend ran off a 
form on 6 X 8 -inch cards which 
are kept in a large, old wooden 
file box. The larger cards allow 
u s to attach a snapshot of the 
item and to inclu de a wide 
variety of information abou t 
each object. 


You r inventory need not be a 
card file. It may be more con­ 
venient to u se a spiral notebook 
or typewritten pages. Having a 
good descriptive record is very 
important, however you choose 
to do it. 
Info rma tio n y o u sho uld in­ 
clude is: the na me o f the o bject 
— its phy sica l cha ra cteristics 
— co lo r, size, sha pe a nd iden­ 
tify ing ma rks; imperfectio ns — 
da ma g e o r wea r; where a nd 


when a cquired; a ppro x ima te 
a g e o f piece a nd a ppra isa l o r 
estima ted v a lue. 
Other information you might 
want to add are the origin and 
history of the item as well as 
any research findings and 
references you have u sed. 
Family pieces shou ld be es­ 
pecially noted. When children 
“grow u p’’ with an object in the 
home it is often taken for 
granted. There shou ld be some 


written record of second, third 
or fou rth generation pieces. 
This is tru e not only for impor­ 
tant heirlooms bu t for the 
simpler, every day things we 
accu mu late and treasu re. 
Make you r inventory in­ 
clu sive by adding more than 
ju st antiq u es and collectibles. 


Inclu de other things in you r 
hou sehold which have an intrin­ 
sic valu e for you . 
Smaller items, even thou gh

Bu t 
it didn’t, so the Professor set­ 
tled for his small slam. 


“Why did you take that clu b 
finesse?’’ asked the stu dent. 
“Isn’t it better percentage to 
try to break the su it wben you 
have seven cards and miss the 
jack?’’ 


“If du mmy held the ten of 
clu bs, 1 wou ld have played ou t 
ace-king and q u een, the profes­ 
sor explained, ‘"niat wou ld 
give me five clu bs tricks any 
time clu bs broke or the jack 
dropped dou bleton. There is a 
36 per cent chance of a 3-3 
break, plu s a 16 per cent chance 
of dropping a dou bleton jack. I 
wou ld have had a 52 per cent 
chance for my contract u nder 
those circu mstances. 


“With the ten of clu bs in my 
hand, it wou ld do me no good to 
drop the dou bleton jack of 
clu bs, becau se the fou r clu l^ in 
his partner’s hand wou ld stop 
me. On the other hand, banging 
the high clu bs wou ld only rep­ 
resent a 36 per cent chance. Ibe 
play I took wou ld produ ce five 
clu b tricks any time the su it 
broke 3-3 or 4-2 and East held 
the jack. That was a 42 per cent 
chance and I took it.’’

Obviou sly you won’t wax you r 
entire floor this way bu t it’s a 
nifty way to patch-wax a high- 
traffic area and trim some u n­ 
wanted inches. There are two 
methods. The first is easiest:

Traffic deaths take 
another dip in February 


SPRINGFIELD - Illino is 
traffic fatalities decreased fo r 
the seco nd co nsecutive mo nth 
o f 19 75. February fatalities 
to taled 104 as a result o f 9 0 acci­ 
dents, a 2 per cent decrease 
fro m the 106 deaths in February 
o f 1974, acco rding to pro visio nal 
repo rts released by the Depart­ 
ment o f Transpo rtatio n and the 
Illino is State Po lice. 
Fatalities fo r the first two 
mo nths o f 1975 to taled 214, a 14 
per cent decrease fro m the 248 
deaths fo r the same perio d o f 
1974. 
Single vehicle 
accidents 
claimed 54 lives in 51 accidents. 
This to tal includes 21 pede- 


strians killed in 21 accidents. 
Twenty -nine drivers o r pas­ 
sengers were killed in 27 single 
mo to r vehicle accidents, and 
fo ur drivers o r passengers were 
killed in three railro ad cro ssing 
accidents. There were no 
m o to rcy clist o r pedalcy clist 
fatalities. 
Multiple vehicle accidents 
acco unted fo r 50 deaths in 39 
accidents. There were no acci­ 
dents invo lving a mo to rcy cle 
and a mo to r vehicle. All acci­ 
dents invo lved two o r mo re 
vehicles.

A sudden burst o f submachine- 
gun fire later indicated that 
terro rists might still be alive in 
the vicinity o f the ho tel, 
The latest sho o ting flared 
minutes befo re Premier Yit­ 
zhak Rabin was to inspect the 
ho tel, 
where 
Israeli 
tro o ps 
sto rmed the building befo re 
dawn 
fo llo wing 
a 
six -ho ur 
siege. There was still no identi­ 
ficatio n o f any fo reign casu­ 
alties 
The guerrillas had held at 
least 30 ho stages, but there 
were no repo rts o f Americans 
amo ng the gro up. The Israeli 
co mmand had said an undeter­ 
mined number o f the ho stages 
were killed in an ex plo sio n set 
o ff by the guerrillas. 
“I saw two men o n a ro o fto p 
abo ut 150 y ards fro m the ho tel, 
sho o ting into the street,” said a 
wo man who had been lo o king 
o ut o f her kitchen windo w and 
then ran to hide "One o f them 
was wearing a khaki shirt, like 
a military shirt.” 
Minutes later tro o ps carried 
a wo unded man fro m the ho tel, 
and a furio us cro wd tried to 
break in the do o rs o f the ambu­ 
lance to reach him.

“This murdero us terro rist in­ 
filtratio n was sy nchro nized fo r 
a po litical purpo se - to fo il any

thro ugh nego tiatio ns,” the co m­ 
munique said. 
But it said the terro rist ac­ 
tio n wo uld no t deter Israel and 
“it will no t mo ve the Israeli 
go vernment fro m its po licy , 
which co mbines the safeguard­ 
ing o f its citizens with its po liti­ 
cal effo rts to ward peace.” 
Kissinger, in Lo ndo n, co n­ 
demned the raid as "a sense­ 
less act o f vio lence.” 
"We ho pe that we can co ntin­ 
ue,” he said when asked ho w 
the terro rist assault might af­ 
fect his missio n. He added that 
it underlined the impo rtance o f 
making pro gress to ward peace 
in the Middle East.

Even though sophomore star Dave Zinnen was frisked away by 
dk)ach Franklin for the varsity basketball team, the Ted Trulock- 
coached sophomores finished fast to tie for the NCIC Co-champion­ 
ship basketball title with Mendota. Also the frosh basketball teams 
during the past two years, under the coaching Jerry Broers, have 
compiled a 38-and-7 record. Not bad! The Frosh “ B ” teams in both * 
football and basketball have been extremely successful. 
Athletic Director Cliuck Vail, although elated over the all- 
around success of the underclassmen, cautioned that “ winning 
at the varsity level is the ultimate goal for all athletes and 1 
hope for all underclassmen and elementary coaches; it cer­ 
tainly is the goal for all head coaches, athletic directors and ad­ 
ministrators.” Also Vail is pleased that more boys are now go- 
1 
ing out for three and, in a few instances, four sports during a 
calendar year. “ There seems to be only specialization in the 
area of basketball and he feels that this has been a big mistake 
for the members of the last two senior squads during the last 
two years. Improvement comes from year-around participa­ 
tion and involvement. 1 feel all of our coaches work together 
- 
beautifully in encouraging their athletes to lift weights and to 
participate in other coaches’ sports. The turnout this spring of 
over 100 boys out for track and over 60 in tennis is tremendous, 
especially since we have the poorest track facility in the con­ 
ference and only three playable tennis courts for our tennis 
teams. Several former basketball players who failed to partici­ 
pate in other sports are now on the sidelines.” 
Vail indicates that success in all sports must be contributed to 
the work of the coaches and their assistants. “ Cooperation and 
hard work are important. Let’s all hope that parents and athletes 
will support our programs through to the varsity or senior level. 
The participation of our athletes for four years is of utmost impor­ 
tance to the total program. 
“ I know the revival of the Dixon Booster Club will help us hold 
athletes to the senior level. Parents can contact the coaches per-' 
sonally at the meetings and this is important for support and coun­ 
seling. Coach Applebaum, along with all of our head coaches, has 
helped with the revival under the direction of President Ron 
Pierce. He is pushing for improvement in the future by boosting at­ 
tendance from 40 to over 100 parents.” 


Grade schools Improve 


There has also been a marked improvement in the public 
grade-school basketball program in the past three years. This year 
Washington finished first and Lincoln second in the eighth-grade 
tournament. Red Flanagan and Willie Mott have had powerful 
teams at St. Mary’s for the past several years. 
We had also never won an elementary wrestling meet until Vic­ 
tor Rick and Tom Densmore took over that program two years ago. 
Their record in the past two years is 18-5-1 with the team title at 
Rock Falls this year. 
Both these programs are leading to competence at the sopho­ 
more level at the high school. Vail commented, “ I just hope each of 
the elementary coaches realizes the greatest importance is not 
winning. Their programs are for participation and involvement for 
all students.

Public safety first, vows nuclear control chief 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Even 
if it means closing the nation’s 
nuclear power plants in the 
face of serious energy short­ 
ages, the chairman of the new 
Nuclear Regulatory Commis­ 
sion vows public health and 
safety will come first. 
“ I’m 
impressed with 
the 
margin of safety built into nu­ 
clear 
power 
plants,” 
NRC 
chairman William Anders said 
in an interview. 
“ But our job is to insure pub­ 
lic health and safety and we’re 
going to take whatever action 
is necessary to do that,” An­ 
ders said, repeatedly stressing 
his determination to mold an 
independent regulatory agency. 
The NRC succeeded the now- 
defunct Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, which often was ac­ 
cused of lax regupation because 
of preoccupation with promot­ 
ing nuclear energy. 
The country now has more 
than 50 nuclear reactors licens­ 
ed to generate electricity. They 
account for less than 10 per 
cent of the total generating ca­ 
pacity. 
But projections are there will 
be more than 200 nuclear plants 
by the mid-19 80s, supplying 
about a third of the nation’s 
electricity. 
Nuclear power critics who 
continue 
to 
challenge 
the 
plants’ safety and reliability 
contend that government offi­ 
cials someday may have to 
choose between energy and 
public safety. 
Anders said if a serious safe­ 
ty problem were discovered in 
nuclear reactors requiring their 
shutdown, 
they 
would 
be 
closed 


He serves as NRC chairman 
at the pleasure of the president, 
but the possibility of being de­ 
moted in a confrontation over 
reactor safety versus energy 
needs “ doesn’t bother me one 
bit,” Anders said. 
The former astronaut, who 
was a member of the Apollo 8 
crew that circled the moon in 
196 8, said he and his fellow 
commissioners have President 
Ford’s personal assurances that 
NRC will be autonomous as it 
regulates the growing nuclear 
power industry. 


The NRC was created last 
Jan. 
19 
in 
a 
government 
reorganization that abolished 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
and created the Energy Re­ 
search and Development Ad­ 
ministration. 
Anders 
had 
served as one of the five AEC 
commissioners since mid-19 73 . 
Ford named him NRC chair­ 
man in December. 
Anders had been in office 
only nine days when small 
cracks were discovered in key 
safety piping in a nuclear pow­ 
er 
reactor 
at 
Morris, 
111. 
Cracks at that reactor and oth­ 
ers first detected last Septem­ 
ber and then again in Decem­ 
ber already had alerted nuclear 
reactor safety experts.

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WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
tax burden on middle income 
American families has doubled 
over the past two decades, ac­ 
cording to a newly released 
government report. 
The report shows a bigger 
tax bite for wealthier families 
too, but the rate of increase is 
smaller. 
The study by the Advisory 
Commission 
on 
Inter­ 
governmental Relations, which 
was released Tuesday, regis­ 
ters a steady increase in public 
versus private spending since 
1954. despite a proportionate 
decrease in dollars devoted to 
national defense. The commis­ 
sion was created by Congress 
in 1959 to monitor relations be­ 
tween different governmental 
levels. 
“ All levels of government 
have grown at rates exceeding 
the general growth of the econ­ 
omy,” and federal aid to lower 
levels of government has stead­ 
ily expanded, the report said 
The commission said an aver­ 
age family with a $5,000 income 
in 1953 paid 11.8 per cent in di­ 
rect federal, state and local 
taxes. 
By 1974, the same average 
family had an income of $13 ,000 
and paid out 23 .4 per cent in 
taxes. 
By comparison, a 
family 
earning $10,000 in 1953 paid out 
16 .5 per cent of that in taxes 
The same family earning $26 ,- 
000 last year would send 25 per 
cent of that to the tax men. 
The commission also said the 
salaries of public employes at 
all levels have increased dra­ 
matically. 
“ Average annual earnings of 
federal employes exceed aver­ 
age annual earnings in private 
industry by 46 per cent and 
have increased more rapidly 
than earnings in any other ma­ 
jor sector,” the report noted. 
The report said the category of 
“federalemployes "waslimited 
to civilian employes. 
The average federal employe 
earned $12,9 84 in 1973, up 182 9 
per cent from $4,589 in 1955 
This rate of increase was high- 


er than the rate of nine cate­ 
gories of private sector employ­ 
es. A tenth category, covering 
agricultural, forestry and fish­ 
ery workers, rose more than 
190 per cent, going from $1,3 76 
to $4,053 . 
Among the other categories 
of private industry, average 
annual income in the retail 
trades went up 105 per cent; 
construction wages went up 143 
per cent and insurance, real es­ 
tate and 
financial 
workers 
earned 135 per cent more. 
As for state and local govern­ 
ment workers, they have al­ 
most kept pace with federal 
employes and now exceed pri­ 
vate industry salaries for com­ 
parable jobs by 6 per cent. 
In another conclusion, the 
commission said Social Secur­ 
ity taxes have risen so rapidly 
that planned increases in state 
and 
local 
taxes 
may 
be 
scrapped because people can’t 
afford to pay them.

David Comey, a Chicago en­ 
vironmentalist, wrote Anders in 
February asking why the AEC 
last year changed its statistical

Anders ordered an investiga­ 
tion. “ If Comey’s charge is 
true, I’ll be madder than hell,” 
Anders said. “ I’m not con­ 
vinced it’s the job of this agen­ 
cy to put out any numbers at 
all because it tends to put us in 
a promotional point of view,” 
he said. 
Myron Cherry, a Chicago at­ 
torney who often fights nuclear 
reactor projects in court, wrote 
Anders questioning the legal 


basis for the NRC’s complex 
set of regulations. Cherry said 
the regulations might unneces­ 
sarily reflect pro-nuclear ener­ 
gy viewpoints because they 
were formulated when the old 
AEC had its dual promotional 
and regulatory role. 
“I think Cherry has a very 
valid 
point,” 
Anders 
said. 
“We’ve asked our staff to go 
back and review the regu­ 
lations in light of the new inde­ 


pendent regulatory agency as­ 
pect and see if there aren’t 
some conflicts.” 
In months ahead the NRC 
will face some tough questions. 
For example, it must decide 
whether to allow reprocessing 
of reactor spent fuel rods to ex­ 
tract plutonium for manufac­ 
ture into new fuel rods. 
Approval would signal the be­ 
ginning of what some environ­ 
mentalists have called a “pluto­ 


nium economy” that eventually 
will see thousands of tons of 
plutonium transported about 
the country. 
The NRC must wrestle with 
the tough problem of what to 
do with nuclear wastes. It al§Q 
must consider licensing of the 
first breeder reactor, whose 
boosters see it as the forerun­ 
ner of a new generation of mas­ 
sive reactors dotting the coun­ 
try.

Proposals for using every­ 
thing from pig manure to the 
rays of the sun to provide fuel 
were advanced about a year 
ago while the country was in 
the middle of the worst effects 
of the Arab oil embargo. 
But today you still need gaso­ 
line to operate your car, and 
you still need electricity, natu­ 
ral gas or oil to heat your 
home. 
With few exceptions, most of 
the projects proposed a year 
ago are still on the drawing 
boards and won’t be practical 
for decades to come. 
Spokesman Ben McCarty of 
the newly created federal Ener­ 
gy Research and Development 
Administration — ERDA — 
says the 
agency’s staff is 
“swamped with unsolicited pro­ 
posals” for obtaining new fuel 
supplies. 
“These people are working 14 
to 18 hours a day trying to sort 
out those proposals that have 
potential and those that don’t,” 
McCarty said. “ We accept pro­ 
posals from anybody. But at 
this point, it’s more than likely 
that any unsolicited idea sub­ 
mitted will have already been 
looked at and discarded. 
“ It’s a long, long process,” 
says McCarty of developing 
new sources of energy. “ Work­ 
ing with scientists can be very 
frustrating at times. They want 
to document every step, con­ 
duct 
tests 
for 
safety 
pre­ 
cautions and check out every 
little angle. But history has 
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proven that they are right to do 
it this way.” 
One of the few alternate fuel 
projects announced last year 
that is currently in operation is 
a garbage-to-steam plant in 
Nashville, Tenn. 
Nashville Thermal Transfer 
Corp. said in January 1974 that 
it had begun construction on a 
plant that would use solid 
waste to generate steam for 
heating and cooling 27 down­ 
town buildings. 
The firm ’s general manager, 
Carl Avers, says the $16.5+mil- 
lion plant has been operating 
for several months now and has 
been so successful that 13 addi­ 
tional buildings have contracted 
for heating and cooling ex­ 
clusively by garbage-to-steam. 
Initial studies showed the 
Nashville Thermal system is 
“ 15 to 25 per cent less ex­ 
pensive than using conventional 
fuel to provide steam, and we 
suspect it is far more in­ 
expensive 
than 
that 
now,” 
Avers said. 
McCarty said of all the proj­ 
ects currently being developed, 
the use of solar energy for 
heating and cooling is the most 
likely to be immediately appli­ 


cable on a national level. 
"We have the know-how to 
provide 
alternate 
energy 
sources. The problem is ex­ 
pense. Our research effprts now 
are primarily aimed at reduc­ 
ing costs,” he says. “ If a home­ 
owner has $50,000 or $60,000 to 
spend, we could install a solar 
heating and cooling system 
right now. It is already gaining 
in industrial and commercial 
uses, but we don’t foresee wide­ 
spread home use of solar ener- 
gv much before the 1980s.” 
Dr. Alfred J. Eggars of the 
National Science Foundation 
said a project using the rays of 
the sun to heat and cool school 
buildings in Baltimore; Boston; 
Osseo, Minn., and Warrenton, 
Va., has been so successful that 
a school building in Atlanta is 
scheduled to be added soon to 
the experimental program. 
The project, announced last 
March, has been under way for 
about 11 months, Eggars said. 
He said the solar systems have 
been 
“ performing 
at 
least 
equal to the projected savings 
in terms of fossil fuels,” and 
maintenance costs have been 
lower. 
Data gathered from the pro­ 


gram will be used in research 
to determine feasibility of using 
solar energy to heat and cool 
other buildings. 
Eggars echoed ERDA com­ 
ments about the length of time 
involved in developing alternate 
energy sources. 
“ What you save in fossil fuel 
systems has to compensate for 
the initial cost” of new sys­ 
tems, he said. It is a matter of 
“ the economic competitiveness 
of these systems in comparison 
with other systems.” 
Several other projects an­ 
nounced during the past 15 
months have failed to material­ 
ize or are still in the research 


stages. 
For example, Electromotion, 
Inc., of Bedford, Mass., which 
developed an electric-powered 
automobile that could be oper­ 
ated at about half the cost of a 
gasoline-powered vehicle, has 
gone out of business. 
Oregon S^ate microbiologist 
Arthur Anderson says his ex­ 
periments with converting pig, 
cow and horse manure into 
methane gas are continuing 
and have not yet led to any 
commercial application.

“ The American people are 
being asked to endure hard­ 
ships and suffer deprivations ... 
How can we make such de­ 
mands of the public if the sac­ 
rifices stop at the government’s 
own door? Government should 
be out front, pointing the way 
— but not in a chauffeured lim ­ 
ousine.” 
The Defense Department, ac­ 
cording to Hamilton, has 44 
cars and chauffeurs formally 
assigned — at an average an­ 
nual cost per car of more than 
$14,000. 
Those at or near the top of 
the executive branch enjoy 24- 
hour-per-day service that in­ 
cludes trips to and from work 
and 
social 
engagements 
as 
well. Some federal drivers have 
rolled up incomes of well over 
$20,000 per year because of 
overtime. 
Just how much the govern­ 
ment’s 100,000 autos are used 
for 
nonbusiness 
purposes, 
whether legal or illegal, 
is 
nearly impossible to assess. 
While many officials have 
cars and chauffeurs formally 
assigned to them, others can 
acquire the same luxury by 
laying informal but fulltime 
claim to vehicles and drivers 
that are technically assigned to 
their agency’s — or even anoth­ 
er’s — motor pool. 
Nowhere in the White House 
budget, for example, would you 
find a personal car and driver 
listed for presidential counselor 
Robert T. Hartmann. But have 
them he does — courtesy of the 
Air Force and a sergeant on 
“ detached” duty. 
After months of prodding by 
Hamilton and jog-to-work Sen. 
W illiam Proxm ire, D-Wis., the 
Government Accounting Office 
has set out to discover just how 
extensive — and costly — the 
personal use of government 
cars has been. 
Prelim inary findings by the 
congressional agency included 
some which embarrassed its 
bosses. It seems a number of 
members of Congress were us­ 
ing cars improperly provided 
by the Arm y, Navy and Air 
Force for trips to residences, 
airports and country clubs. Not 
surprisingly, the GAO did not 
publicly name the congress­ 
men. 
As for other Pentagon mis­ 
deeds, the GAO said in its early 
report, “ There were many trips 
made by high-ranking 
son- 
nel to restaurants, golf courses, 
florists, cleaners, o ffic e rs ’ 


clubs, 
theaters 
and 
as 
di­ 
rected.” 
Although the General Serv­ 
ices Administration, the gov­ 
ernment’s quartermaster agen­ 
cy, has tried ever since last 
year’s acute fuel shortage to 
clamp down on the size of fed­ 
eral chariots, its success has 
been less than sparkling. 
Backed by then-energy chief 
W illiam E . Simon, the GSA last 
year asked all agencies to con­ 
vert their fleets, including the 
cars for Cabinet officers, to 
compact models like Pintos, 
Vegas, and Gremlins. 
But an A P survey shows few 
officials have made that quan­ 
tum leap, or step, downward. 
Most agency heads and Cabinet 
members, to be sure, have giv­ 
en up their long, black, tele­ 
phone-equipped Cadillac 
and 
Lincoln limousines. But rather 
than compacts, they now ride 
full-size, 
telephone-equipped 
Fords, Chevrolets, P ly mouths 
and Ambassadors, which, with 
air-conditioning and big V8 en­ 
gines, still guzzle gas aplenty. 
Interior Secretary Rogers C.B. 
Morton, a prime mover behind 
the 
nation’s 
energy 
con­ 
servation policy, now rides a 
M ercury at taxpayer expense. 
Lacking enforcement author­ 
ity, the GSA is nonetheless pur­ 
suing its economy campaign. 
But it admits it could take at 
least five years to make the 
compact the predominant entry 


in federal garages. 
Meanwhile, at least 
15,000 
Washington bureaucrats enjoy 
at least one transportation ben­ 
efit regardless of who owns the 
car they drive — free or cut- 
rate parking. 
Given the current rates at 
commercial lots, that privilege 
alone is worth from $300 to $600 
annually per person, depending 
on the location. At the same 
time, maintaining these federal 
spaces costs taxpayers an esti­ 
mated $11 million per year, ac­ 
cording 
to 
one 
government 
study. 
The Transportation Depart­ 
ment, 
while 
urging 
urban 
Americans to ride the bus rath­ 
er than their cars, provides its 
own workers with subsidized in­ 
door 
parking 
for 
$6.60 
per 
month — a benefit hardly cal­ 
culated to save energy or re­ 
lieve Washington’s choked com­ 
muter routes. 
On congested Capitol Hill, 
where there is virtually no 
room for tourist parking when 
Congress is in session, even 
low-level secretaries are pro­ 
vided nearby space. Senators, 
curiously, assign themselves 
not one but two indoor spaces 
for their personal use. And con­ 
gressmen and senators get an 
added bonus: a special District 
of Columbia license tag allows 
them to park in no-parking 
zones throughout the city at 
any time.

- Your 
primary concern, the tendency 
to crying, is related to your own 
emotionality. It is not restricted 
to middle age or old age. Men 
do have feelings and you are 
probably very sensitive. Your 
experiences in life may have 
caused you to have some 
depression 
that

don’t 
recognize. Some professional 
counseling would help if you are 
having too much of a response, 
as you seem to think. 
Those painful, burning feet 
may be a response to your 
diabetic condition. Involvement 
of nerves, called diabetic 
neuropathy, will cause this con­ 
dition. 


The impotence problem may 
not be from your medicine at 
a ll, 
but 
rather

manifestation of your diabetes. 
Involvem ent 
of 
nerves 
in 
diabetes can, and in diabetic 
males sometimes does, affect 
the nerves necessary for nor­ 
mal sexual responses. I would 
be very suspicious that this is 
your problem in view of your 
history of feet burning, which 
also may mean nerve involve­ 
ment. 
The best approach to treating 
both the feet burning and the 
impotence is good control of the 
diabetes. E ye difficulties can 
also be a com plication of 
diabetes. I do not think oral 
pills 
for 
diabetes 
in 
the 
presence of your problems is 
adequate treatment. The Food 
and Drug Administration, The 


D iabetic 
Assn. 
and 
The 
American Medical Assn. have 
all recommended treatment by 
diet or by insulin, not by pills. 
In view of your probable com­ 
plications, I think you need to 
see a diebetic specialist, one 
who recognizes the benefits to 
be derived from a form of treat­ 
ment directed more toward 
replacement of insulin deficien­ 
cy, the cause of diabetes. 
Good control of your diabetes 
may help with your problems, 
but they may not be corrected 
entirely even with good treat­ 
ment. If your impotence per­ 
sists after parole, you may be 
able to get some help from a 
urologist. There are now some 
satisfactory splint implants be­ 
ing used in selected cases. You 
are young and may be a can­ 
didate then.
